We have seen above how tl o problems relating 
to the powers of words have been treated

of handy books treating of this subject as a whole.

* Under snoh circumstances, we are not far wrong if 
we think that fawfoTOC is the beet work ao 
^ ar ava 'kble. The subjeot ia a complex one. 
It may be called grammatioo-rhetorical or 
still more appropriately grammatico-philoeophico-rheto- 
rioal. It is really 8urpriaingwhy Dr. DeandMr. Ka^e 
did not notice ftnipirFI in their excellent works on Hindu 
Poetics. The latter does mention but wholly 

omita the name of ftfafanuT i Perhaps the reason is 
that they oould not see tho MS. They only consulted 
Catalogues where it is olassed under grammatical works. 
The peculiar advantage which fsfafanfTr has over others 
of its class ia that it ia at onoe both learned and 
simple. The author, fully conscious of tho difficulties 
whioh a student has to face, tries to handle the sub¬ 
jeot in a very scientifically simple way. He does not, 
however, disappoint learned scholars. He refers here 
and there to various theories held by logicians and 
others. He quotes with deforenoe the views of 
«TTt, mffrs<KTT, Wu wm rc reK. and many others. He 
divides his work according to the three topics into 
three ohaptore. Under each chapter he cites many 
examples from standard works such as Sbrq and farcff 
t> illustrate his dissertation. Unlike many others he 
never makes a parade of his learning. He cares more 
to be clear than to be leornod. 

II THF. AUTHOR. 

Among writers on Hindu poetics, there have been 
two persons who go by the name of A<fidhara.(l) 

1. The older wu brooght to oar notice by Potonxm 

is 1883 while the letter wm ftnoticed by Rftfcler to 1871. 
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This similarity Iq their names has led some scholars 
to confuse the one for the other.(l) Though Aufrechfc 
placed both of them together/2) he quite pertinently 
doubted their identity.(3) It is really surprising how 
Dr. Haricand S'astri, after so many years and with 
the advance of so muoh research, committed the great 
mistake of wholly identifying the two.(4) The only 
point of similarity Is the name Af&dhara. In all other 
respoota they are quite distinct. One of them date* 
his Trifa^thismrti-oandriki in 1296,(5) while the other 
is a commentator of AppayaDlk,ita and quotes Bha^o- 
ji Dikfita’s Siddhffnta Kaumudl. The older A&dhara 
speaks of himself as the son of Sallak,n$& and bora m 
Vyighreravala family. He was a Jaina teacher and 
wrote besides many other works, a commentary on 
Radrata’s Kftvyila^kftra. 

The Aifcdhara, with whom we are oonoorned here, 
is the younger one. Who and what he was, where and 
when ho lived-these are questions which are, as in the 
oase of many others, never perhaps to be answered with 
any degree of satisfaction. He speaks of himself as the 
eon of Rftmaji Bhatt-a and a pupil of Dharapldhara.(6)

/ He does not date any of hi* known works. He is 
quoted by a certain Jamrdana(8), who is as little known 
as himsel£ Thus we find that in determining his date 
we are wholly to depend upon the internal evidence. 
He is the author of Ala*kara Dipiki, a well-known 
commentary upon Appaya Dlk,ita’s Kuvalay&nanda. 
Appaya'a date is well-nigh settled.(4) He flourished 
in the latter half of the 16th and the first quarter of 
the 17th oentury. Afore over, our author quotes . Bha- 
Moji Blkfita’8 Siddhints Kauraudl. Bhattoji undoubte- 
*dly belongs to tho first half of the 17th century.(5) 
There is every possibility that our author knew Vaiys- 
karaj^a Bhfl f ai?a of Koijda Bhat^a. The position of 
Vaiyikaraijaa with regard to sqqprr criticised by Aii- 
dhara is no doubt that of Kopda Bhat^a.(6< A&dhara 
has most prt»bably taken the definition of S'akti from 
Vaiyftkarai^ahh&iena whbh in its turn got it from m-

The time of Ko$da Bhatf a, 
who was a nephew to Bhattoji Dik ? ita, is the middle 
of the 17th century.(2) We may, therefore, take the 
middle of the 17th century as the upper limit of A&- 
dhara's date. 

Now, let us see how far we can settle the lower 
limit of our author’s date. His Kovidananda is dated 
by the scribe of the MS in 1783 S'aka(l 861 A. I>XS). 
A MS of sraj-reCrfaFT tho commentary upon the 
k&rikA8 of by tho same author, bears 

.4aka 1775 ( 1853 A. D ) as tho date of its copying(4). 
Thus we find that by the middle of tho lOJJi century, 
tho author was widely known. For beooming 
so much popular, his works must have taken more 
than a century. Now wo know that among Vaiyaka- 
rag.as it is N*ge6a ( or Nigoji ) Bhat t-a who holds(5) 
sq-JSRr as a distinct quite unlike his predecessors 
who included it under the of wfasjf.

Thus it becomes 
quite clear that the new development brought in 
by Nige& in grammar-philosophy was wholly un¬ 
known to A&dhara. The date of NagaSa gives us 
therefore the other limit of A&dhara's date. Nage^a 
was living in the last quarter of the 17th and the 
first quarter of the l&th century(2). The Works of 
N&ge£a Bhatta became quite popular even in his 
Hfe time. He was held in great honour by a good 
many princes. He was invited by tho Maharaja 
of Jayapura on tho occasion of a great sacrifice but 
he courteously refused tho invitation(S). Under such 
circumstances, wo are to suppose that Adudhara might 
have been a little prior to Nagefe, or, as is perhaps 
taore probable, his senior oontemporary. Viewing all 

points in their due regard and relation to Aiadhara 
we can only say that he in all probability 
belongs to the latter half of the 18th century. ** 

Besides Mfiwsr A&dhara wrote a number of 
other works among which only
